IN JUGO-SLAVIA 


Had Long and Stormy Career 
as Serbian Leader 


Received Ultimatum That 
Launched World War 


Headed Cabinet Many Times; 
Was 80 Years of Age 


BELGRADE (Jugo-Slavia) Dec. 10. 
(P)—Nikola P. Pachitch, the “Grand 
Old Man” of Jugo-Slavian politics, to 
whom the nation instinctively had 
turned in ifs concern over the Ital- 
'tan-Albanian Treaty, died suddenly 
today. He was 80 years of age. 

The “Serbian Bismarck” was to 
have formed a Cabinet today to re- 
place that of former Premier Ouzou- 
novitch, which resigned several days 
ego. He talked with King Alexander 
until late last night and public an- 
nouncement that he had been re- 
quested to form a Ministry would 
have been made today. 

This morning, however, he was 
stricken with apoplexy, attributed to 


high tension over the Italian-Albani- 
an situation and to concern over 


charges of corruption against his 
son, Rademir, by the opposition 
radical leader Stefan Raditch. M. 


Pachitch, who for forty-five years had 
played a prominent part in his coun- 
ury’s politics, was deeply affected by 
these charges and had demanded a 
Parliamentary investigation to clear 
the name of his family. 

One of the leading figures in the 
peace conference at Versailles after 
the World War, he is credited here 
with having greatly influenced Presi- 
dent Wilson's Central 
policy. 

M. Pachitch, eat the time of his 
election of the National Assembly 
of Jugo-Slavia. was a Serbian states- 
man with a long and tempestuous po- 
litical career. 

He was born in 1845 and educated 
at the Polytechnic School in Zurich, 
Switzerland. His public life was 
punctuated with two death sentences 
and several exiles, as a result of 
which he became an extreme radical. 
At the time of his death, however, 
Pachitch was known as one of the 
most conservative statesman in the 


NOTABLE CAREER 

He was, successively, Mayor of Bel- 
grade, president of the Skupshtina, 
head of the first radical Cabihet and 
Minister to Russia when, in 1809, 
the attempt was made to assassinate 
King Milan in the stréets of the 
Serbian capital. Pachitch was placed 
on trial as one of a number of 
conspirators responsible for the at- 
tempt on the King’s life. He was 
sentenced to prison but afterward 
pardoned. 

In 1902 King Alexander asked 
to form a ministry but he failed in 
the task. After the assassination of 
Alexander and his consort, Queen 
Drage, Pachitch became Minister of 
Foreign Affairs in the Gruitch Cab!- 
net. Subsequently he was also Pre- 
mier during the reign of King Peter 
and occupied this position when the 
World War broke out. 
In 1908 the annexation of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina by Austria-Hungary 
a 1 he revolution in Turkey brought 
about an acute crisis. The whole na- 
tion clamored for war with Austria- 
Hungary to bring about the realiza- 
tion of the dream of many Serbs, 
that is, the union in a single empire 
of Serbia, Bosnia, Herzegovina, Mon- 
tenegro and the Sanjah of Novibazar 
including Northwestern Macedonia. 


PREVENTS OUTBREAK 

Serbia demanded com tion 
from Austria-Hungary for the annex- 
ation of Bosnia and Herzegovina, but 
neither the dual monarchy nor the 
young Turks would consider the ses- 
sion of any territory and in Janu-

STORM BATTERS 
WRIGLEY CRAFT 


Two Barges Driven on Beach 
at Catalina Island 


Company Manager Puts Total 
Damages at $35,000 


Fishing Boat Also Grounded 
Off Santa Monica 

News of additional storm casual- 
ties trickling in yesterday, included 
reports of the beaching and pounding 
to pieces of three Wrigley barges at 
Catalina Island, and the grounding 
of the 42-foot fishing boat Jolly Boy 
north of Point Dume near Santa 
Monica. 

Garbutt & Walsh's tug Salt has 
been dispatched from Los Angeles 
Harbor to try to save the fishing 
boat. Lost with the three Wrigley 
barges were 1200 tons of crushed 
rock being transported to the main- 
land for Graham Brothers, and 150 
tons of zinc ore from the gum king's 
island mines. D. M. Renton, Wrig- 
ley’s island manager, reported the 
storm rising in five minutes out of a 
calm sea at Pebble Beach, smashing 
the barges and damaging the loading 
wharf. Loss was estimated at 635.- 
000. J. H. Patrick, Wrigley’s western 
manager, yesterday announced the 
charter of two Los Angeles city barges 
to substitute for the lost ones, until 
the William Muller Shipyards | can 
construct new ones. 

Another likely job for local ship- 
yards, already, enjoying the greatest 
activity since the war, is the Mexican 
steamer Chiapas, which was pulled 
free by Merritt, Chapman & Scott's 
tug Peacock yesterday after ground- 
ing the day before in the outer har- 
bor. The craft was returned to 
anchor t& permit a study of damages.

Peoples who have done

other people, Thanks to good business or- 
ganization, we have marketed most of them 
advantageously, There are exceptions, for 
the sun of prosperity has never yet shone 
on a wholly cloudless sky; and Secretary 
Melion recommends that we shall devote 
our immediate efforts to correcting what 
appear to him to be still defects. 

He regrets that the condition of agricul- 
ture is not as favorable on the whole as 
that of industry, and he makes some rec- 
ommendation in the line of farm legislation 


to a better advantage. But he warns the 
farmers, as well as all other classes, that 
they must not look to the government to 
perform the impossible. In some ways the 
government can help; but in unconsidered 
ways its interference would be detrimental.

Secretary Mellon is blessed with a con- 
servative optimism. He sees clear skies 
ahead; but he warns against exceeding rea- 
sonable speed limits. We must increase 
our caution, because we have have more 
than ever before to protect.

ROHIBITION BY EDUCATION 
Preponents of repeal of the prohibi- 
tion law are especially active now with the 
dissemination of propaganda to further 
their cause. Special emphasis is being 
laid on such points as the baneful effects 
of moonshine consumption, blindness and 
death, asserted prevalence of drinking by 
young girls, the cost of enforcement ef- 
forts, the plethora of crime and s0 on. 
Advocates of repeal set up these things 
to make us forget that deaths occurring 
prior to the amendment’s enactment, as a 
result of drinking “pure” liquor, numbered, 
according to medical and government fig- 
ures, approximately 70,000 annually; that 
use of the prevalence of intoxication 
among young girls, closed booths in cafes, 
saloons, roadhouses and othér public places 
were banned; that unemployment, vagrancy 
and 1.W.W. outrages presented a grave 
problem which under prohibition disap- 
peared; that crime was not uncommon ahd 
that the feat of consuming 22.79 gallons 
per capita of liquor a year, as in 1911—e 
swinish performance now unthinkable!— 
cost the population $2,000,000,000! | 
‘The wets, in order to present themselves 
‘m the role of conscientious objectors, have 
considerably ed the doctrine of 
laissez-faire individualism, and under this 
scholastic cloak bootleggers are now se 
creting their moonshine, while gunmen are 
advocating free guns, dope vendors and 
users free dope. But it is not good for a 
citizen to be shot down while at peaceful 
pursuit, or for his children to be taught 
the drug habit by a lurking shadow any 
more than it is good for a man or his fami- 
ly when he spends his wages in a drunken 
effort to drown his problems.

of life, a defense often heard on the lips 
of men of consequence, must be met with 
the statement that those who would 680 
employ it must forego the doubtful pleas- 
ure in the interest of society; and, any- 
way, for a man to demand it as an aid to 
sociability is to confess that he is a dull 
wit, a social and cultural bankrupt. 


Aside from these moral consi tions, 
the proposal to repeal is weighted with 
gravest of consequences, which may well 
give its advocates concern. Prior to en- 
actment, what was known as industrial pro- 
hibition had become almost universal, prac 
tically all railroads, trades and industries 
having adopted the policy of active dis- 
crimination against drinkers. Assume that 
we now repeal, thus giving constitutional

Until you can see your physician, 
put him on an exclusive whole-grain

muffets and milk diet, for two or 
three days. Has he been having the 
right diet and is he havi a rest 
period each day? You didn’t state 
whether he is normal weight or not. 
I suspect he is underweight. 

There is nothing that can be done 
about the deformi.y now. He may 
cutgrow it, as some of the slighter 
deformities are outgrown. Notice his 
posture and see that he stands, 
walks and sits correctly, and if he 
doesn't, you must correct him. 

After his daily bath, I you 
give him a massage to stimulate his 
circulation and improve the tone of 
his muscles. You can use a little 
cocoa butter or olive oll to rub with. 
He also should have the direct sun- 
light on his whole body. (except the 
head,) every day, beginning with a 
few minutes and increasing gradual- 
ly. The cold air in contact with his 
skin is also beneficial. 

He should have some cod liver oil 
—two teaspoonfuls a day—until you 
can see your doctor and get specific 
directions.
